Entry of the following amendment is respectfully requested pursuant to 37 
C.F.R. § 1.312. By the amendment, an obvious error in Figures 10A-10D is 
corrected. Specifically, the codon at nucleotides 829-831 of the sequence illustrated 
in Figures 10-10D is corrected to read "ATG" and the corresponding amino acid 
residue at position 277 is corrected to read "met." This correction appears on the 
sheet containing Figure 10B. The obviousness of the error and the nature of the 
correction would be apparent to one of ordinary skill in the art from the context of the 
description in the specification, at least by reference to SEQ ID NO:45, which shows 
the correct codon and amino acid. 

A marked sheet showing the correction in panel B of Figure 10 is shown on 
the next page.
